POLICE SUPERVISION, : 


In Singapore the system of “police suporyi- 
sion” has boon introduood. Tho following at- 
ticlesfrom the Straits Times shows what has boen 
dona in thia matar in the neigbbonring oolony:— 

‘The present Assizes have marked a new do- 
parture in passing sentence. upon habitual: ori- 
minals, At every Avsizes, a number of prisoners 
are, brought up charged with theft, or with 
housebreaking “for «@ paltry. booty, yet who 
have: hag four or five, and sometimes ad many 
a seven or alght, previous conylotions for similar 
offences. Under the law for the punishment 
of habitual criminals, the magistrates aro unable 
todispose of these cases, and they aro thorefore 
sont to the Supreme Court, where the sentences 
bécoms.cumulstive and 'the:prisonor is sentenced 
to imprisonment for s term of yeara.
